believe that the Chicago Title and Trust 
company is interested, along with several of 
the wealthy men of Chicago. 

On the south lake shore, the Illinois Central

The resolution asks that an appropriation

Blue Blooded but White Feet. 
DANOES AS GREEK NAIAD. 


Dressed as for a Wading Party She 
Interprets the “Spring Song.“ 


New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.}—The Nit 
light that sifte through the somber cypress 
of the Norwegian mountains, illuminating the 
dance of the trolls, played through the weird 
motifs of Grieg this afternoon in the ball- 
room of Sherry’s upon the bare interpreting 
feet of Lady Constance Stewart Richard- 
gon. 

Many people in society who may know 
Grieg sat in the darkness of the ballroom 
to watch the light play upon the white an- 
kles ‘and classic flowing draperies of Lady 
Constance knowing full well that in this 
they were gaining a new education in the 
myeteries of the gloomy Norse composer’s 
moods. 

Lady Constance danced the gloom of Grieg. 
She tripped the wholesome mirth of Mendels- 
sohn and trembled with all her interpreta- 
tive spirit through the ecstasy of Rubin- 
stein. She did all of this in the garb of a 
Greek naiad—a primitive naiad from Bœotia. 
The kind of a nalad that Lady Constance 
copied is not found today, hence the ballroom 
of Sherry’s was well filled. 


Wouldn’t Tell Who Was Manager. 

There was some reticence manifested by 
the women who collected the tickets at $5 

apiece before the door of the ballroom at 5 
o’clock today when they were asked to tell 
what women were the managers of the en- 
tertainment in which Lady Constance fig- 
ured as the chief attraction. None of them 
knew really just who it was had charge of 
the affair. It was thought, however, that

There were about ten men among the audi- 
ence of 100 when promptly at 5 o’clock the 
lights in the ballroom were lowered and a 
soft golden glow rested alone upon a small 
stage at the west end of the room draped 
in green, with curtains of green velvet form- 
ing the background. Sig. Basco sat at the 
left of the stage at the piano. With him 
were three performers on strings from the 
orchestra of the Metropolitan opera house. 


Naiad Comes with Springtime. 

Sig, Basco sounded the opening chord of 
Mendelssoht's Spring Song.“ From behind 
the potted trees to the left of the stage ap- 
peared Lady Constance. She was clothed in 
a Naiad's vesture of a slate blue, clinging, 
simple robe that stopped half way down from 
the knees after having been girdled once at 
the bosom and again in soft folds below the

Her arms were bare. Bare was her neck. 
Her hair loosely dropped from her neck and 
was gathered by a fillet across the brows. 

Against the green of the background with 
the gold of subdned side lights upon her, Lady 
Constance sported through the tilting meas- 
ures of the “Spring Song” as a guileless 
Bacchante sports round and round some vine 
draped sacerdotal vase of ancienta. She lis- 
tened to the birds sing balanced upon the 
toes of one white foot. She postured with 
one foot aprance and the whiteness of her 
knees glimmering through the careless folds 
of her simple robe. The closing refrain of 


When Lady Constance broke her pose and 
hurried off to a ‘screen of potted trees there 
was a hum of subdued applause through 
the room and each spectator turned to her 
neighbor with an inquiring eyebrow. Eye- 


brows were lowered in temporary approval |

tion. 


Then came the melancholy numbers of 

Grieg. Lady Constance, still in her gray 
blue robe of a Naiad, translated herself to 
some horrid Norwegian cavern and as a 
grieving spirit of the woodland she found 
tragedy m Ase’s Tod from Peer Gynt, 
A polka of Straus’ followed this dance.

LINER CRETIC GOES ASHORE; 


1,000 PASSENGERS ON BOARD. 


Big Steamship Strikes Mud, Is Float- 
ed, Then Hits a Ledge—Tugs Make 
Rescue. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 24, 8 a. m.—The White 
Star steamer Cretic, inward bound with near- 
ly 1,000 passengers from Mediterranean ports 
on board, ran aground on Centurion ledge in 
the outer harbor last night. After lying in a 
dangerous position for several hours the liner 
was dragged off by tugs and towed to quar- 
antine. 

The Cretic, while slowly working its way 
through the main ship channel, suddenly 
deviated from its course and grounded in the 
mud on the east side of Fort Warren. Signals 
for assistance, which were immediately sent 
up, were seen by the life saving station at 
Stony Beach, Hull, and the life savers put off 
to the steamer. 

The Cretic worked itself free within half an 
hour, but appeared to have lost its rudder. 
At 11:80 it struck Centurion ledge. Five 
tugs left the city immediately for the rescue. 
The weather was thick when the accident ac- 
curred, with a moderate rain falling The 
wind, which was blowing fifteen miles an 
hour from the eastward, kicked up a rough 
sea. 

The officers at Fort Warren turned on the 
powerful searchlights to ald the steamer’s 
officers and the tugboata, and at full tide the 
liner wae floeted. It was not badly dam- 


aged.

President Elect Said to Desire Secre- 
tary of Treasury from Here. 


New York, Feb. 28.—[ Special. I President 
Elect Taft tonight authorized the announce- 
ment that former Gov. Herrick of Ohio would 
not be his secretary of the treasury, thus 
leaving Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago as 
the most probable candidate, with Federal 
Judge Vandevanter of Wyoming still promi- 
nently mentioned. 

Another cago man, Edwin A. Potter, 
president of the American Trust, Savings, 
and Safe Deposit company, is again put 
forth as a possible member of the next presi- 
dent’s official family. It is said that Mr. 
Taft is especially anxious to have a Chicago 
man at the head of the treasury depart- 
ment and that Mr. Potter is being seriously 
considered. 

Word came from Washington today to the 
effect that Franklin MacVeagh would not 
exactly be opposed by Senator Cullom, but 
that Mr. Cullom was not especially pleased 
at the possibility of Mr. MacVeagh’s name 
being sent to the senate. What objection, if 
any, Mr. Cullom has against Mr. MacVeagh 
could not be learned. It was suggested to 
Mr. Cullom in Washington this afternoon 
that Mr. MacVeagh was likely to be selected 
as secretary of the treasury. 


Cullom Not Asked About MacVeagh. 

“TI do not care to make any remarks about 
the choice, said Senator Oullom, except to 
say that I have not heardthat Mr. MacVeagh 
was to be chosen and was not consulted in 
any manner about the appointment.“ 

Mr. Herrick of Ohio has been considered 
by many observers of national] politics as cer- 
tain to be the next secretary of the treasury, 
but the statement issued at Mr. Taft's in- 
stance today saye the Ohio statesman has 
been out of consideration since early last 
winter. 

President Nect Taft came to New York 
today and after a conference with Mr. Her- 
rick at the residence of the president elect’s 
brother, Henry W. Tatt, the latter gave out 
the following statement: 

At the invitation of the president elect, 
Gov. Herrick called on Mr. Taft today. Mr. 
Taft authorized the statement that the men- 
tion of Mr. Herrick for the portfolio of the 
treasury, as if he had been a candidate, did 
him great injustice because Mr. Herrick 
wrote Mr. Taft as early as December last 
to say that his business engagements were 
such as to prevent his acceptance of a place 
in the cabinet. 


Makes Herrick Record Complete, 

Mr. Herrick, when questioned, said that 
he had nothing to add to this statement, 
which was made for the purpose of making 
the record complete. 

This statement lets Mr. Herrick out of the 
cabinet situation as easily as possible. If 
Mr. Herrick personally has not been a can- 
didate his friends have been most active.

McCabe ran away 
with Marks in this ward to the tune of a 
plurality of 430. The Twenty-eighth, in 
which County Clerk Haas and John Smulski 
rule, was delivered to Marks as per program 
by a vote of more than two to one. The 
Twenty-ninth, Democratic, went for Marks. 


Deneen District Also Regular. 

In the Thirtieth, which is another ward 
largely dominated by the Irish in nationality, 
McCabe ran ahead of Marks, but in the 
Thirty~first, Gov. Deneen’s, the slate candi- 
date walked away with a plurality of more 
than 400. Committeeman Charles Vail also 
succeeded in keeping the Thirty-second in 
the organization ranks, but the Republican 
vote that turned out was small and he had 
a close call, represerited by Marks’ plurality 
gy Thirty-third, in which Committee- 
man Hucas is responsible, gave the organiza- 
tion a victory, but in the Thirty-fourth, Con- 
gressman Lorimer’s ward, McCabe ran away 
with the slate candidate.

Considine Gives the Only Test.

The only serious opposition the party or- 
ganization had to meet was in the Fourth 
and Fifth wards.

Considine also got a majority in the Sixth, 
which is a reflection on Chairman O' Connen 
of the Democratic county committee, who 
lives in this ward.

Nelson Wins Championship. 


In the sixteenth round Gans admitted that 
he was being beaten beyond all question 
when he attempted to take unfair means He tried 
to push me through the ropes and, in fact, did 
everything dirty he knew how rather than be 
neee out by me. 

Ih thie seventeenth round I became angered, but 1 
wes careful not to lose control ot myself. I fal- 
lowed him around the ring, pounding him unmereci- 
fully about the body.

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FUREY CONCERN WINS FUND 


Royal Trust Company Ordered to 
Give Up $566,000. 


ALL CLAIMS ARE CENTERED. 


Judge Kohisaat Rules Receiver Is 
Proper Trustee. 


Judge Ko ', yesterday ordered the 
Royal Trust company to turn over to F. A. 
Potter, receiver in dissolution for the Ameri- 
can Guaranty company, $566,000 of the guar- 
anty company’s assets which it has in its 
vaults. 

“The granting of the order was strongly 
opposed by the trust company through Attor- 
ney F. A. Bancroft, but the arguments of 
Levy Mayer, council for the receiver, won 
the court so strongly to his position that the 
opinion was begun just as Mr. Bancroft was 
rising to his feet to reply. 

The arguments lasted the entire day, Judge 
Kohlsaat holding court until nearly 60’ — ay 

Judge Kohlsaat's opinion follows:: 

“I do not think there ezigts that kind of 
a trust which should prevent the receiver 
from having possession of the fund. The 
Royal Trust company has no information by 
which it can determine the particular con- 
tract holders, their names, numbers, or resi- 
dences. 

The receiver has another fund beside that 
held by the Royal Trust company. The 
contract ‘holders who are interested in the 
Royal Trust company fund, if they do not 
get paid in full out of that fund, will also be 
interested, in a manner to be determined, 
in the remaining fund held by the receiver. 
I think, also, that the entire fund can be more 
economically and more satisfactorily admin- 
istered through one channel, the receiver. 
1 therefore order that the demurrer of 
the Royal Trust company should be over- 
ruled, and that it be required, within thi 
days, to turn “over to Receiver Potter 
fund in its possession *’ 

Attorney Mayer's contention was that the 
trust company was not acting as a trustee 
ot the fund, but only asa dépository. He in- 
timated that the trust company wae anxious 
to retain the fund because ot᷑ thé papas com- 
pensation of $2,700.
